Three-year-old Christopher Ervin 
who was buried Thursday morning 
sustained repeated injuries before he 
died, a medical exam iner's report has 
revealed. 
Dr. Vincent DeMaio of the Dallas 
County Medical Exam iner’s Office 
found evidence of a severe blow to the 
face and head injuries consistent with 


Car Knocks

the boys’ stepfather, is being held in 
the Collin County Jail on a $25,000 
bond for injury to a child in connection 
with Christopher’s death 
District Attorney Tom O’Connell 
said the facts in the case will be 
placed before a grand jury, possibly 
early in December, to determine 
whether Norton should be tried for 
m urder 
Plano police were alerted to the 
possibility of child abuse when a fire 
departm ent ambulance was called to

Saturday. Christopher was taken to 
Plano General Hospital with massive 
head injuries and was later tran­ 
sferred to Parkland where he died at 
7:31 a m 
Anthony was also taken to Parkland 
when a neighbor who was keeping the 
boy discovered his injuries 
Five- 
year-old 
Andrea 
Ervin was also 
examined at the hospital, but she was 
uninjured and released to welfare 
officials 
The surviving children have been 
tem p o rarily rem oved 
from 
the 
custody of their mother, Gloria Ervin, 
who apparently was not at home when 
Christopher was injured Andrea has 
been placed in a foster home in Collin 
County and Anthony will aiso be 


placed when he is dismissed from the 
hospital in about two weeks, ac­ 
cording to Dee Roessler, welfare case 
worker 
Roessler said Norton and the Ervins 
have lived in Plano since August and 
that no complaints of possible child 
abuse had been received against them 
during that time

years, when they held themselves in 
close check, they have been spending 
a considerable part of their disposable 
income for m ajor appliances and for 
luxuries in general 
It went for such items as food 
freezers, color TV sets, 
washing 
machines, new cars and the like 


As a result, the proportion of local 
families who are now equiped with 
such amenities of good living has 
become much greater 
With respect to freezer units, for 
example, they are now to be found in

Polly's Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I have a new quilted bedspread with 
a IOO per cent nylon backing that causes the spread to 
slide around Do you know of any remedy for this? — 
MRS A K 
D E A R MRS. A.K. — I do not know of a remedy for 
this, but such a spread does have one advantage — it is 
easy to pull it a bit here and a bit there so it hangs even­ 
ly on the bed. Readers, how do you cope with such 
spreads? — PO LLY . 


DEAR POLLY — I recently had the same experience as 
Mrs S whose white nylon rug looks gray She wanted to know 
if she could spray paint it My husband and I were painting our 
bedroom when the white paint was spilled on the floor, leaving 
two large spots on my IOO per cent nylon rug We cleaned up 
all we could but still I had visions of having to buy a new rug 
I bought a box of that clothing dye. mixed it with twelve 
cups of water, and with a six-inch brush that has a handle I 
used this dye under the dresser, so the spot would be hidden if 
.ny experiment was a failure It turned out beautifully so I did 
the entire carpet, using a circular motion When making more 
of the dye mixture the proportions must be EXACTLY the 
same each time Now I have a beautiful emerald green rug. 
wall to wall, and with no overlap marks where I started and 
slopped

my rug was nylon the job turned out great It took a week and 
a lot of elbow grease to do this, but it was so successful for me 
I did want to tell Mrs. S about it. 
It takes two days for each section to dry completely I put 
waxen! paper under the legs of the furniture after I moved it 
back on the wet surface and left the paper until the rug was 
completely dry 
My rug required twelve packages of dye and anyone trying 
this should be sure to experiment on an inconspicuous spot so 
as to be sure to get the correct shade My carpet was original­ 
ly blue, but had faded to a gray white I used Kelly green dye
